OUR ARMY NURSES.

The National Relief Corps, Its Needs niul
Services.

AN APPEAL FOR IIKLP.
HEADQUAr.TEKS BOAHD OF DIRECTORS, 1

National Woman's Relief Corps Home,
AIadison, O., Nov. 24, 1893.

To Members of the Woman's Belief Cotys:
I. Tho lltb National Convention of tho

Woman's Relief Corps referred the work of
prosecuting tho claims of Army Nurses for pen-

sions to the Board of Directors of tho National
Woman'sRelief Corps Home. Hundrodsof those
heroic women havo not as yet received thoir
pensions, owing to tho difficulty of obtaining
evidoncc sufficient to establish their claims after
the lapse of so many years. If they could got
titeir pension claims through most of them
would bo able to take caio of themselves; but
to accomplish this they must have aid in look-
ing up witnesses and securing affidavits.

A large number of these claimants aro in
destitute circumstances, aro old and feeble, and
unablo to support themselves. They must havo
aid very soon or suffer.

II. In addition to tho demands of tho Homo
and its inmates upon tho funds of tho National
treasury, wo havo tho pressing needs of tho
largo number of Army Nurses outside the
Home, varying from 80 to 100, who, by occa-

sional assistanco from the Home fuud, aro
striving to maintain themselves and remain
with their friends. Every year since tho opon-in- g

of tho Home a large portion of our fund
has been devoted to this purpose; and they an-

ticipate, as only tho needy and helpless can,
the coming of the quarterly allowance.

Unless tho fund which is provided for tho
maintenanco of the Home aud tho other de-

mands devolving upon it be increased, tho pen-
sioners upon our bounty will be deprived of this
assistance, as tho sum provided for the present
year will barely suffice to meet tho present
estimate of Homo expenses. Tho Board of
Directors of tho National Woman's Relief Corps
Homo therefore appeal to the 131,495 members
of the Order to aid them, so that no Army
Nurso may die in neglect and destitution, or
suffer for lack of food, clothing, or fuel during
the coming Wintor.

III. Owing to tho feeble and disabled condi-tio- n

of many of tho inmates, and tho numer-
ous applications for admission pending, it ba3
been found necessary to open tho original
Home Building onco more for a hospital for tho
benefit of tho sick and better caro of thoso who
are comparatively well. Heating tho building,
extra service, and necessary equipments for
such a department aro among tho many re-
quirements.

Old linen and cotton cloth, for use in the hos-
pital, aro greatly needed. Delicacies, such as
would bo acceptable to the sick, will be thank-
fully recoived, and should be sent to Airs. Han-
nah R. Plimpton, Alatron, National Woman's
Relief Corps Home, AIadison, O.

No other supplies aro needed at tho Homo at
present.

IV. Corps and members of the Order willing
to donate money for these worthy claims upon
our generosity will send thoir contributions
through thoir own Department Treasurer to
Armilla A. Cheney, National Treasurer, 84
Brainard street, Detroit, Mich., to be placed in
tho National Woman's Relief Corps Home fund.

It is to complete the. work as far as possible,

which is being so ably pushed in the hands of
Airs. Wittenmyer, in the furtherance of Army
Nurso pension claims, that the Board of Direc-
tors havo issued their circular letter.

Alost earnest appeals for aid aro daily coming
in from those whoso pensions aro delayed, and
who may never receive ono, not coming under
the requirements of the law. These, with tho
hospital needs of the National Homo, call upon
tho great heart of tho Woman's Relief Corps to
give prompt and generous response.

RELIEF CORPS PENSION WORK.
In compliance with the request of tho Board

of Directors, National Relief Corp3 Home, Airs.
Annio Wittenmyer, at tho annual meeting in
October, furnished a list of 91 Army Nurses for
whom she had secured pensions under tho
Army Nurse bill. The names arc on file with
Pluma L. Cowles, Secretary, but aro not pub-
lished, as some of the Nurses havo roquested
that no publicity be tiivon to their cases. Con-

tinuing, Airs. Wittenmyer says:
All these passed directly through my hands.

In addition to this I havo assisted, by instruc-
tions and assistanco in procuring testimony,
121, who applied directly to tho Pension Ollico;
also, seemed pensions for six widows, making
a total of my work of 214.

I herewith transmit the names of the widows
for whom I obtained pensions; also, a list of
Army Nurses and widows in tho Homo
for whom, by direct effort, I secured pensions.

Tho entire expense of my work for tho two
years in securing tho pissai?o of tho bill and
assisting claimants was $357.85.

The income from the four inmates who still
remain in tho Home (amount piid towards
their expenses under pension rule) will be,
cacb year, more than 1 have expended in all
my hard work for them.

Of the 330 who have, up to Oct. 20, 1893, re-
coived pensions, I have been directly or mainly
instrumental in securing 208 Army Nurses'
pensions.

Pension agents all over tho country havo
been very kind in reporting cases to mo and
in aiding tho Nursc3 in getting their papers iu
legal shape freo of charge.

I must especially speak of J. II. Johnston, of
Keokuk, Iowa, who was a Hospital Stoward
during tho war, and who furnished at It is own
cost tho evidence of tho services of about 20.
Also, of Alaj. Bickford, of Washington, D. G,
who, when 1 was sick from overwork, sent his
best stenographer aud typewriter for gratuitous
woik for 10 days or more to my room at tho
Frodonia.

It is impossible at this time for mo to iniiko
out the full list, as I am ovcrwholmncd with
work, as I still havo 165 casos in my
hands, and they aro still coming in. Respect-

Scribncr's Magazine

Tho closuro is a still moro remarkable in-

strument of government. The late Mr. Smith,
invented it. Ho was the niildcst-mannere- d

man whoever led tho House of Commons; yet
he introduced tho gag. Ho was made leader
becauso of the contending ambitions of other
persons who, when tho poor, innocent, unam-
bitious man died of exhaustion, outvied one
another in praise of his devotion. I am al-

ways sorry for the Ttrtixim Quid iu politics, un-
less he bo a peer, when he gets on well enough.
However, Air. Smith made an excellent leader,
aud introduced tho closure. Ho was the first
Alinistor who ever used tho now familiar words:
"I move that tho question be now put." Ho
was not an orator, but much practice had made
him perfect in his littlo speech.

Whenever this motion is mado it is put with-
out debate, unless the Speaker or Chairman
considers it an abuso of tho rules or an in-

fringement of tho rights of tho minority. If
ho puts it and a division is challenged, tho
motion is lost unless carried by a majority,
aud unless at least 100 members voto in that
majority.

It is obvious that the duty cast upon the
Speaker or Chairman, of deciding whether or
not the motion is an abuso of tlio rules or an in-

fringement of tho rights of tho minority, is a
difficult one. A strong man in the chair, who
attentively follows tho debate, makes up his
mind on the merits of each case; but a weak
man, whose attention flags, is apt to bo gov-
erned by tho position of tho member making
tho motion.

Oratory is no donbt a tradition of the House
of Commons. What aro wo to say about it?
In America you seem still to lovo talk for its
own sake. 1 am told that iu the States grown
men and women really enjoy sitting still aud
being talked to in a loud voico. You lovo to
hear tho rolling sonteuco aud tho lofty and
familiar sentiment. Wo don't. It cannot bo
denied that even common juries disliko what a
fow decades ago would havo boon considered
very passable eloquence. It is daily growing
upon us, this disliko of being talked to iu a
lofty voiu or, indeed, in any vein.

Eccentricities In Palacos.

The fact that tne Spanish woman enjoys no
social freedom until sho marries or attains her
majority has given rise to the supposition,
among thosa who know ns only throQgh the
fantastic talcs of unscrupulous travelers, that
in Spain women livo subject to tho most abso-

lute of tyrannies, and that we aro the victims
of tho brutal selfishness of man. Nothing
could bo farther from the truth or more calum-
nious. Tho Spanish woman yielding cheer-
fully and willingly tho obediouce to paternal
authority enjoined by religion receives, with
tho nuptial benediction, the liberty to go about
alone and to guard unaided the good name and
respect with which in childhood and youth
she had seen herself surrounded. But let it
not therefore be imagined that the Spanish girl
leads tho lifo of a recluse, subjected to monastic
rules. So far from this being the case, perhaps
thero is no woman in tho world who enjoya

begins for her which terminates without regret
on tho part of tho good wife, as soon as the
duties of maternity come to fill her life and to
